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Sir: 

The following election is being made in response to the Office Action dated July 

5, 2005, in which the Office Action identified four (4) patentably distinct species of the 

claimed invention. The Office Action required the Applicants, under 35 U.S.C. § 121, to 

elect a single species for prosecution on the merits. The four species (4) identified in 

the Office Action are: 

Species I. Figure 2 

Species II. Figure 3 

Species III. Figure 4, and 

Species IV. Figure 5 

The following table sets forth how the Applicants read the claims against the 

species of this application. 

Species I. Figure 2; claim 8 

Species II. Figure 3, claims 6, 7, 9, and 1 1 

Species III. Figure 4, claims 6, 7, 9, and 1 1 , and 

Species IV. Figure 5, claims 6, 7, 9, 1 0 and 1 1 . 



Pursuant to the election of species requirement, the Applicants elect prosecution 
on the merits of Species II, as shown in Figure 3 without traverse. The Applicants 
submit that this species is recited in claims 6, 7, 9, and 1 1 . 

The Applicants also reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications 
directed to the non-elected species. 

With the above election, the Applicants respectfully submit that the application is 
in condition for examination on the merits. An early examination and favorable action is 
respectfully solicited.
